The aged woman had a large clien- | 


tele of superstitious people who visit- 
ed her often for advice. She claimed, 
it is said, to be able to cast “spells” 
over any one whom she desired. For 
years, she had been practicing her 
witcheraft, police report. 

Two motives have been offered as 
ni solution to her murder. One is 
that a “dissatisfied’’ client, who came 
to her house and brutally attacked 
her, and other is, that of robbery. 

Miss Russell, who is white, years 
igo was a servant in the home of 
Mrs. J. Lindsey Johnson, whose hus- 
band at one time was publisher of the 
Nome Tribune-Herald. 

Her body was found at 2 o'clock in 
her home, whieh is located jin North 
street, east Rome.

The element of sensationalism in 
last night’s announcement of Snook's 
‘forced retirement was not so much 
in the fact that he had been asked to 
resign but in the revelation that his 
resignation had been demanded on 
March 5, which was the last day 
in office of former Attorney-General 
Sargent. It had been freely predicted 
for months that the Atlanta warden 
would be ousted, due to his opposi- 
tion to the Willebrandt espionage pol- 
icy. As early as a month ago it was 
learned by The Constitution's Wash- 
ington bureau that plans were in prog- 
ress looking to his early dismissal. 

One of the most interesting and, 
for the moment at least, one of the 
most puzzling phases of the develop- 
ments, however, is that although 
Snook was asked to resign some 12 
days ago steady denials were forth- 
coming from the department in the 
face of consistent reports that such 
action had been taken.

Judge Kenyon is now servin 
United States circuit court to or the 
eighth district by appointment. by 
President Harding. He resigned 
from the senate to accept this seat on 
the bench after 11 years’ service in 
that body. Prior to his election to 
the senate in 1911, he was acting as 
assistant to Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham and handled many of the most 
important cases prosecuted by the de- 
partment of justice during that period. 
He also served a term: as district 
judge in Iowa following several years’ 
experience as prosecuting attorney. 

It may also be recalled that at the 
republican convention of 1924 Presi- 
dent Coolidge designated Judge Ken- 
yon as one of those whom he would 
like to have as his running mate. His 
nomination was prevented, however, 
because of the great impetus which 
the candidacy of Vice VTresident 
Charles G. Dawes had gained before 
the president made his wishes known.

woman assistant in the effort to get 
Snook’s official scalp.’ 

Whether withdrawal of Warden 
Snook is the first step in abolition

Washington, March 17.-—-(4)— 


"President Hoover laid aside his bur- 
den of governmental responsibility to- 


dav for the second Sunday of rest 
and worship since he took over the 
duties of the chief executive. Accom- 
panied by Mrs. Hoover and a secret 
service man, he attended services this 
morning at the little Quaker meeting 
house on Irving street. Except for 
that, however, he spent most of the 
day quietly at the White House. 
Before the president, as he went 
into the third week of his adminis- 
tration. lay a widely varying multi- 
tude of tasks, some of them new. He 


already has started the administration 


upon an oil conservation policy, and 
this has emphasized other questions 
to be dealt with. ‘There has come 
the intimation that oil conservation 
is but a step toward a general policy 
of handling the immense public lands 
holdings of the government in such a 
Way as to give the greatest benefit 
to the western states in which the 
bulk of them are located. ‘The first 
news of this came yesterday from 
former Representative Winter, of 


Wroming, after a conversation with | 


the president, but from official sources 
there came no indication of what 
further steps were contemplated.

Value of Canon Law To Italy 


Told by 


Theology Professor 


The reasons for and results of 
the recent settlement of the 
“Vatican question,” by agreement 
between the pope and the Italian 
government, has been succinctly 
explained in the Boston Sunday 
Globe of February 17, by Dr. 
John A. Ryan, professor of moral 
theology of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America. The Consti- 
tution herewith reproduces. Dr. 
Ryan’s article, which is of excep- 
tional value to all students of 
history and current events. 


WHAT CANON LAW 


MEANS TO ILALY. 
BY DR. JOHN A. RYAN. 
Professor of Moral Theology, Catholic 
University of America. 
(Reprinted from Boston Sunday Giobe, 
February 17, 1929.) 

The real significance of the so-called 
‘napal claims” is authoritatively ex- 
pressed in the recent settlement of the 


“Vatican question.”” The holy see re- 
covers its “temporal power” and the 
Italian state “accepts the canon law.” 

To those who forget that there were 
other centuries before the nineteenth 
and to those who do not take the 
trouble to look behind certain over- 
worked words and phrases, these 
changes must seem revolutionary. To 
all such persons “temporal power’ 
suggests extensive national territory 
and international influence based upon 
material force, while the “adoption 
of the canon law” implies minute and 
irritating regulation of the lives of 
the Italian people. 

As a matter of fact, the territory 
over which the pope becomes civil 
ruler amounts to considerably less 
than one square mile and his civil 
subjects number far less than 1,000. 

Desired Only Independence. 

Apparently he could have obtained 
more territory and more subjects, but 
he wanted only sufficient of each to 
enable him to be free and independ- 
ent in the exercise of his spiritual of- 
fice. His temporal sovereignty is mere- 
ly a means to his spiritual sovereign- 
ty. While the political sovereignty of | 

city is complete, it is | 
as unqualified as that of any other | 
state. Its main significance is ex- 
ternal. 

As noted, the internal sovereignty 
of the holy see. extends over a few 
acres of territory and a few hundred 
subjects, mostly employees of the 
church; but its external sovereignty 
is equal to that of the mightiest exist- 
ing state, for it renders the pope and 


jection to any other state. | 

Anything less than this. would be) 
inadequate to the spiritual functions 
of the head of the universal church. 
Anything more would have been not 
merely unnecessary but probably dis- 
advantageous to the pope in the per- 
formance of his ecclesiastical office.

Moderate Application of Law. 

“The application of the canon law 
to the civil affairs of Italy’ likewise 
turns out to be eminently moderate 
and eminently reasonable. ‘The fears 
expressed by some American editors 
in this matter have been highly amus- 
ing. ‘'o their minds the phrase canon 
law seems to have carried about the 
saine connection as the blue laws of 
Puritanism. It implied all sorts of re- 
pression upon the Italian laity. One 
editor deplored the inevitable extinc- 
tion of the sunny Italian disposition | 
under this new tyranny superimposed 
upon the tyranny of fascism. 

These assumptions are singularly in- 
appropriate, for the spirit of the 
canon law, like the spirit of the Catb- 
olic church, is one of joyfulness and 
freedom rather than gloom and _ re- 


munities,

all, there has never been any one fixed 
and rigid formula for such agree- 
ments.

rament as well as a contract, and 
sinee its sacramental character is high- 
er than, and inseparable from, its 
contractal character, it comes integral- 
ly under the regulation of that power 
which has the keeping and care of the 
sacraments, 

In virtue of this principle, the law 
of the church becomes the law of the 
state, concerning marriage impedi- 
ments and the conditions of valid mar- 
riage. Those unions which the church 
regards as valid will have that status 
before the civil law. Those which the 
church declares null, the civil law 
will likewise treat as radically defec- 
tive. (‘ases concerning the validity of 
the nullity of marriages will be tried 
and decided in the ecclesiastical courts. 

Since absolute divorce has never 
been permitted by the Italian state, 
the acceptance of the canon law 
makes no change in the civil law on 
this subject. However, the civil courts 
will have the power to grant decrees 
of separation without the right to re- 
marry. Since this process does not af- 
fect the indissoluble bond nor the sac- 
ramental character of matrimony, it 
involves what are called the “civil ef- 
fects,” rather than the spiritual ele- 
ment of the contract. All other civil 
effects are likewise left to state regu- 
Jation. Such are the propriety rights 
of the married persons and their au- 
thoritv over the children. 

Heretofore, the law of Italy regard- 
ed no marriage as valid except those 
entered into before a civil magistrate. 
Henceforth the civil ceremony will ap- 
parently be unnecessary for those mar- 
riages contracted in the presence of a 
clergyman. In all probability the mar- 
riages of non-Catholies contracted be- 
fore civil officers or duly authorized 
non-Cathohie ministers will enjoy civil 
sanction and validity. 

Religious Education Compulsory. 

The teaching or religion is made 
compulsory in all elementary and sec- 
ondary schools; that is, in all educa- 
tional institutions conducted by the 


'state. This regulation has already been 


enforced for several years, with ex- 
ceptions in favor of those parents who 
do not wish their children to receive 
religious instruction. Probably this ex- 
emption will be continued. | 


The summary account of the “finan- 
cial convention” contains no general 
statement concerning the property 
or its religious com- 
In view. however, of the 
indemnity which the Italian govern- 
ment agrees to pay the holy see on 
account of property taken from it in 
1870 we may safely assume that full 
rights to acquire, hold and adminis- 
ter external goods will be restored to 
religious communities and to dioceses 
as well as to the holy see. In other 
words these religious bodies will en- 
joy at least as extensive property 
rights as other corporations, and mem- 
bers of the elergy will have the same 
rights of ownership as otber indi- 
viduals. 

To those who live in 
States the assurance of the forego- 
ing property rights to the religious 
corporations and persons of Italy will 
not seem abnormal or extraordinary. 
To what extent the possessions of 
these religious corporations will be 
exempt from taxation we have as yet 
no means of knowing. Neither have

Atlante To Help 
Flood Sutterers 


Today, as the flood waters - still 


| swirl through dozens of Georgia and 


Alabama towns and their hapless in- 
habitants are only beginning to know 
the terrible after effects of disaster, 
Atlanta is called upon to do its part 
in alleviating this suffering by rais- 
ing its quota of the funds which will 
be needed in the stricken areas. 

The Red Cross, as in many like 
instances, has been named the offi- 
cial agency of relief, and national 
headquarters of the organization has 
notified the Atlanta chapter of the 
part it must play in the succor. Fifty 
thousand dollars has been set as the 
goal that Atlanta must reach, and 
reach quickly, in order that disease, 
hunger, pestilence and crime may not 
stalk through the land already ray- 
ished by the waters. 

Atlanta business leaders and Red 
Cross executives making up the per- 
sonnel 6f the local chapter's disaster 
committee must bear the burden of 
this work and will start today to or- 
ganize the campaign for the money. 
But Atlantans are urged by local and 
national Red Cross heads to antici- 
pate the drive and send their sub- 
scriptions at once to the Red Cross 
headquarters at 289 Peachtree street. 

W. H. Glenn, prominent Atlanta 
business man, heads the disaster com- 
mittes. Among the’ several well- 
known men working with him are E. 
R. Black, governor of the Federal 
Reserve bank. who Sunday night 
sounded the first local appeal for the 
sufferers in a speech broadeast over 
WSB; Lee Ashcraft, of Asheraft & 
Wilkinson, who is acting as the head 
of the finance division of the commit- 
tee, and J. C. Harris, director of pub- 
lic relations for the group. 

These men and their associates to- 
day will meet to form plans for car- 
rying the drive to a rapid and sue- 
cessful conclusion, but because of the 
fact that they were not advised until 
Sunday of the part they are expected 
to play their actual work must, of 
necessity, be delayed, and all public 
spirited Atlantans are urged to send 
in their contributions at once, for the 
nature of the work demands that the 
money be secured promptly, if it is to 
be of great use. 

In commenting upon the situation 
Sunday, Mr. Glenn said: “I fully 
realize that we are confronted, upon 
very short notice, with a great task. 
but I have no fear that Atlanta will 
fail to respond to the needs of these 
thousands of sufferers. Too many 
times this city has shown its splen- 
did humanitarian spirit when other 
sections called for aid. for me ever to 
believe that it will falter for one min- 
ute when its own state and its sister 
commonwealth, Alabama, appeal for 
aid that should and must be extended. 
Today with the flood waters just be- 
ginning to recede at least 30.000 Geor- 
gians and Alabamans stand in need 
of succor. Some need everything, for 
they have lost all but life. Others 
need only temporary and less general 
aid, medical care to ward off dis- 
ease, or perhaps a little food. But 
whatever the need, be’ it great or 
small, it is urgent. and it is our plain 
duty to answer these calls. at once. 
The quota is all too small and I hope 
we shall go far over that figure be-
